When Dealers: are on Dangerous Ground,

» “How many miles to the. galion 
will T get with thia car?” 

How many times has that ques- 
tion been put to you ns you have 
talked with car prospects? ‘How 
many times have" you answered 
with a specific number of miles to 
the gallon? Have you ever con- 
sidered. that the most important 
governing factor’ in gasoline 
mileage lics outside the control of 
the engincers who design a cat, 
the manufacturer who builds it or 
the service: men who maintain it? 

Yct, it’s a question which auto- 
mobile salesmen should not avoid; 
but it fs-one which should be 
handJed in amore skillful and 
intelligent manner than’, is the 
usual ptactice, ‘Instead of being 
led into a trap and having to give 
a promise which is pretty largely 
based on guess work, the wise 
salesman comes buek’: with the 
facts and Informs the ear buyer 
of the fundamental factors ‘that 
control gasoline economy. The 
trained salesman puts the reapon- 
sibility. for gasoline mileage 
directly up to the ear purchaser 
himself, 

One diy not Jong ago the ques- 
tion “How many miles to a gallon 

ean ] conservatively. promise for 
Oldemobile Six?” was asked of 
me by one of our high ranking 
mid-western salesmen, «I replied, 
“It nll depends on the , driver,” 
Of course, my. questioner wanted 
to know what I meant, so it was 
up ta me to prove my point, 


First of all, 1 told him that, ‘In 
my opinion, automobile salesmen 
should never’ guarantee , any 
specific number of miles to the 
gallon of gas on any car, because 
there are too many fuctors  in- 
volved, all having a Wearing. on 
gasoline mileage and all of them 
outside his control. Chief among 
these various factors is the human 
element or, the ‘widely varying 
driving habits of drivers, 

This question of gasoline 
milenge {8 Av important that much 
time and effort has beer spent by 
Oldsmobile and Genera] Motors 
engineers in “studying it, We 
have made all sorta of tests to get 
(he facts.

The difference was. entirely duc 
to the different kind of driving, 
and is proof of the fact that if a 
driver insists ‘upon’ staying “out

in second gear—he must expect 
less gasolino economy, 


Tt also shows that the. driver], 
who handles his car in a moderate 
manner,. getting under motion in 
first and second gear, then thift- 
ing into high, will operate his car 
much more economically than will 
the flashy type of driver. Of 
course, the fewer the stops and 
starts, the greater the economy. 


Driving .specd, whether con- 
stant or variable, {s another im- 
portant factor governing gusoline 
economy and over which the car 
driver alone has control. Recent- 
ly desis were conducted to deter- 
mine the influence of speed on. an 
uvernge milenge of sixteen cars. 
The avetage for all. cars, which 
were tested, including various 
types of many well-known makes, 
was 22,16 miles per gallon at a 
enr speed of 16 mflés per hour. At 
a car speed of 25 miles per hour, 
this average mileage per gallon of 
gasoline decreased ‘to 20,36. 
When the car speed was raised to 
36 miles’ per, hour, the gasoline 
milenge ‘was still lower, 18.24 
milos per gallon; and at a speed 
of 45 miles per hour, the gasoline 
milenge was 15.61. These were 
the averages for sixteen cars test- 
ed, although come: curs did con- 
siderably better than the average, 
while others: fell below — the 
average. These wre flowmeter 
gay useage records tiken. on a

The average cay owner hus little 
conception of the tremendous 
physical forces that he brings into 
action when he steps on the 
throttle of his: ear, And that 
‘average car driver has a still more 
inadequate conception of the 
manner in which those forces 
govern the “miles: per gallon” he 
derives from his car, 

The element of wind resistance, 
alone, serves ag a sterling example 
of this lack of knowledge on the 
part of the average owner of what 
yoverns fuel mileage. ‘ 

As car speeds increase, the 
horsepower required to pull’ any 
cur against wind — resistance 
becomes directly proportional to 
the frontal aren of that car, 
Wind resistances, which materially 
cut gasoline mileage, play a more 
important part in the speed range 
above 30 miles an hour than below 
that speed. 

The factor of wind resistance is 
dependent upon the frontal area 
of. an automobile. To illustrate 
this polnt, two cara were placed on 
test . . . a light car ‘weighing 
2,767 pounds with a frontal aren 
of 24.9 square feet, and a heavy 
ear having a weight of 4,540 
pounds and a frontal area of 29.6 
square feet. 
welghed 66% more than the light 
cur though its frontal area was 
only 165% greater than that of the 
light car.
